Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 23, 24 and 2 6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: the prior art does not disclose a wire fixture made 
of metal wires having a horizontal wire supports forming a shelf 
surrounded by vertical walls being parallel vertical wires; at 
least four vertical parallel wires forming a section; a 
resilient suction cup having a suction cup body, a neck, and an 
enlarged head; and a piece of metal wire bent in the from of a 
rectangle with rounded corners being dimensional to be both of 
sufficient size to enable the head of the suction cup to be 
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forced into the rectangle and to hold the neck of the suction 
cup to retain the cup in the rectangle, the apparatus being 
attached to said two adjacent parallel wires of the said section 
with one pair of opposing parallel sides of said apparatus being 
parallel to said parallel wires of said section and the other 
pair of opposing parallel sides of said apparatus being 
perpendicular to said parallel wires of said section.

The prior art discloses conventional wire fixtures or wire 
rectangular apparatuses with curved corners .
